‘ayes before thirty Leagues to the Eaftward of the Havaunab, and 


expected nothing but to be utterly loft, or to be Slaves in the 


_Havannah at the beft. « Captain Graves failed hence a Month be« 
fore I went out, and was bound for London; I believe he will 


comeand fee you, and give you thanks for my kindnefs to him

The great goodnefs of God is-to be obférved herein, for the 


cfirft time Tfaw this man, he was Dr—— and did fo much abufe 
‘me, that [could hardly endure it, but-1 was withheld : Yet that 


it. fo happened-I theuld be an Inftrument to prcferve' him, you 


“may imagine the great joy we had on Board, I formy good fortune 
in this undertaking; the poor: Slaves for their deliverance, and 
‘Captain Graves, with his fourteen men for their prefervation in 


all: their perils. -Between them our-Ship got two Names: in two 
-dayes, the firft was the Blefing of England by the Slaves of He- 
‘vannah, and the fecond the Prefervation by the Wrackt men.

* where I'lay:offand on two dayes fora fetthed, Weather; on the - 
13th I Sailed. within two Miles ofthe Noor Cattle, with our 
Courfes in the Brailes, and our Top Sails a Vrip, jack, Ancient 
and Pendant flying, and fent: in my Boat aihove with my Lift, 
and Mr, Richard Bere his Excellency: the Ear] of Carliles Gentle- 
‘man of the Horfe,. who. was fent my Interpreter to the Gover. | 
nour ; asfoonas they were within. command, the Guard of the 
Moers Caftle commanded them afhore , and put a Serjeant and ) 
‘Souldiers on Board them, who Guarded them up to the Gover- 
nour, and left another Guard upon the Boat, that none of the 
men fhould comeon Shore: } {ent by them his: Excellencies Let- 
ter to the Governour, and to fhow my Sailing Orders,and to de- 
firehis Exccllencies leave:to. enter into, and depart out of that 
‘Port of the Havannah. with the Ring of Englands Frigat under | 
my Command at my pleafure, and to have my Salutes anfwered 
Gun for Gun : As foon as this was read,the Governour anfwered 
them, that all thofe ofthe Kings Subjects there,were Pirats, and 
therefore would deliver none; and as to my coming in, heswas 
very willing, but he muft put a Guard upon the Kings ship 3 and 
- Salutes, he could not anfwer fo much as one Gun; ard then 
bidding them gothree times out of his houfe, fene them Guarded 
away to the Boat,. and fo forced them to Sea at {even a Clock at 
Night, and very dark upon. a dangerous Coaft, where they 
Boagged all Night’, whilft. Fftood off and in , not thinking they 
would turn them out fo late: The next Morning at fix a Clock [ 
took up the Boat with this anfwer, and at Nine (ent them afhore } 
again, withfull Power and Inftrudtion to tell him, that His Ma- | 
jefties Ship under. my command is well Man'd, where he might 
be very fafe and welcome if-he would vouchfefe to give her his 
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Company,; and .that. His: Majefty of England never {pared his 
Powder to anfwer Civilities , nor received fuch Indignities as
